Telephone Strike 
Effect Felt Here 


Hotels and restaurants as well 
as other business in the Village 
have sustained thousands of dol­ 
lars in losses as a result of the 
telephone strike. 
This conclusion was reached 
after a canvass of these estab­ 
lishments to ascertain 
if 
their 
businesses were and are still af­ 
fected by the telephone strike. 


MANY HOTEL and apartment 
houses 
which cater to 
winter 
tourists reported that within two 
or three days after the strike 
was called, guests began checking 
out of the Village with the ex­ 
pressed reason that they were 
unable to keep in touch with 
their businesses in their home 
cities and with immediate mem­ 
bers of their families. 
Every hotel reported that fail­ 
ure 
to 
make 
reservations 
by 
telephone kept scores of visitors 
and vacationists from coming to 
the Village. 


EARL COFFMAN, co-owner of 
the Desert Inn, said that business­ 
men who had planned to spend 
the entire season at that hotel, 
became restive after about the 
third or fourth day of the strike 
and used the inability to reach 
their offices in cities throughout 
the country, as an excuse to quit 
Palm Springs. The clientele at 
the Inn for many years has in­ 
cluded many business people who 
figuratively moved their offices 
to the side of a long-distance tele­ 
phone in Palm Springs. 
Tom Burness of the Desert Re­ 
treat was thankful that the strike 
did not occur in March. He said 
that guests at his hotel during 
that month made many long dis­ 
tance business calls.

The road committee of the Civic 
Improvement association met at 
the home of Alexander Bowker 
on Thursday night, Aprli 17. Also 
invited to attend was the road 
committee of the chamber of 
commerce, headed by James Wol­ 
seth, chairman and Paul Clark 
and L. C. Lewis, members. Dr. 
Wm. Conser, vice president of 
the Civic club attended in place 
of the president, F. Mack Moore. 
Mrs. Mary Wolseth, chairman 
of the road committee since its 
inception in 1945 said that the 
meeting had been called at this 
time to decide what action should 
be taken regarding the paving of 
roads for 1948.

On Tram Bonds; Chairman of Authority 


Hopes to See Work Start This Year 


Although official word from Sacramento has not been received 
in the Village as of yesterday. Governor Earl Warren has either 
signed the bill lifting the ceiling in the amount of bonds to be 
sold to finance the Ml. Sun Jacinto Winter Park tramway or it 
will become a law tonight without his signature. 


The bill passed the senate last 
week and was 
placed 
on the 
G overnor’s desk 
for 
signature. 
Y esterday the sta te ’s chief exec­ 
utive w as reported out of the state 
and it is not know n here if he 
signed the bill or not. However, 
if he does not re tu rn by tonight, 
th e bill will becom e a law auto­ 
m atically. Earl Coffm an, presi­ 
dent of the W inter P ark A uthor­ 
ity, expects the bill to become a 
law. 


"SOURCES close to the Gov­ 
ernor,” declared Coffm an, “have 
reported that the bill w ill receive 
favorable action a t his hands.” 
The original am ount set by the 
state solons based on a pre-w ar 
price of m aterials and labor was 
placed a t $3,000,000. This ceiling 
m ade it im possible for the W in­ 
te r P ark A uthority 
to 
proceed 
w ith construction of the giant lift 
due to an alm ost 100 percent in ­ 
crease in the cost of labor and 
m aterial. 


COFFMAN said th at construc­ 
tion of. the aerial tram w ay from 
th e desert floor to the top of Mt. 
San Jacinto will sta rt ju st as soon 
as contractors subm it a firm bid 
for the erection of the tram w ay.
